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CURRENT TOPICS 


Our New President 


WE congratulate Mr. ARTHUR JOHN DRIVER on his election 
as President of The Law Society. He is the senior partner 
in Messrs. Jaques & Co., of 2 South Square, Gray’s Inn, a 
firm which was founded in 1819 and which carried on business 
at Ely Place, Holborn Circus, from 1835 to 1957. Mr. Driver 
was elected a member of the Council of The Law Society 
twenty years ago and has certainly borne the heat and burden 
of the day. Outside law he is closely associated with social 
service, being a member of the executive committee of the 
National Council of Social Service and the chairman of the 
Council of Social Service for the Borough of Barnes. He 
served for fourteen years on the Barnes Borough Council, 
including six years as an alderman. He is a justice of the 
peace for the County of Surrey and sits regularly on the 
Mortlake Bench. His wife comes from Ulster and is a 
graduate of Queen’s University, Belfast, and was president of 
the Women Students’ Hall as well as being captain of women’s 
tennis for three years. Mr. Driver has a daughter aged 
twenty and a son of sixteen. 


The Annual Meeting 


As the Press are excluded from the annual meetings of 
The Law Society members will have to wait for a full report 
until it appears in the Law Society's Gazette. The new President, 
however, held a Press conference after the annual meeting and 
several interesting points emerged. First, the Council had 
been delighted to welcome the DUKE oF EDINBURGH to their 
dinner for the first time. Secondly, the Council are assisting 
the Government in the investigations which they are making 
as a result of the Saffron Walden chalk pit case ; the Council 
consider that inspectors holding local inquiries should cease 
to be members of the staff of the Government departments 
to which they report and should instead be organised as an 
independent corps appointed by the Lord Chancellor. While 
in theory we agree with the Council, it is clear that this by 
itself would not produce any substantial difference and it 
certainly would not have prevented the difficulties which 
arose in the Saffron Walden case. Thirdly, we are pleased 
to hear that the Council are keeping closely in touch with the 
working of the new system of legal aid in criminal cases. 
[he first twelve months of the new dispensation have now 
expired and in general people seem satisfied with it. The 
Council hope that where difficulty or hardship is experienced 
in legally aided criminal cases solicitors will continue to 
inform them. Fourthly, the past year, as Sir Denys Hicks 
said in his address, has been significant because of several 
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attempts to project the profession into the public consciousness 
—by the B.B.C. documentary “ The Lawyers,” by Granada’s 
production “ Family Solicitor ” and finally by the publication 
of Mr. CocksnutTt’s paper-back entitled “ The Services of 
a Solicitor.” Mr. Driver revealed that 67,000 copies of 
Cockshutt have already been sold and the publishers hope 
that they will sell at least 100,000. Finally, the Council 
have sent their greetings and good wishes to the Association 
of Law Societies of South Africa. Incidentally, if members of 
The Law Society would like the annual meeting to be open 
to the Press, any member may put down a motion to that 
effect. 


The Future of Legal Education 


In the July issue of the Gazette the Council publish the 
final arrangements for legal education. We are naturally 
disappointed that the Council have not been able to adopt 
any of the suggestions which we made in our article “ The 
Future of Legal Education” in our issue of 10th February 
last ; we must admit that we are not impressed by the reasons 
which the Council have given for their inaction. They report 
that there are three aspects of the scheme which have, in 
particular, given rise to comment. The first of these is the 
increased standard of general education for entering into 
articles. We do not dispute the wisdom of this in principle 
but we still think it would be proper to give young men and 
women a second chance. The second is the position of the 
graduate whose degree is in a subject other than law. We 
concede that the law graduate brings more to our profession 
at the outset than does the non-law graduate and it was for 
this reason that we suggested that means should be found to 
subsidise the vocational education of the non-law graduate 
so as to put him on equal terms. We still think that such 
means can and should be found. If the funds of The Law 
Society, even with the modifications in the system of grants 
which will shortly take place, are not enough, we believe 
that an appeal should be made to the profession as a whole 
to set up a fund which will enable us to attract the non-law 
graduate to our profession. The third point of criticism 
concerns the provision of recognised courses for Pt. I of the 
qualifying examination. The Council hinted originally that 
there would be courses at provincial centres besides those at 
Lancaster Gate, but they have reluctantly decided that the 
only recognised course for Pt. I will be that provided at 
Lancaster Gate. Thus the provincial student who has 
reached the requisite standard in the G.C.E. will have to 
study for a degree either before or during articles if he does 
not want to attend a recognised course in London. We are 
equally disappointed that the Council have not adopted our 
suggestion for streamlining the syllabus, and in particular 
that they do not agree that nowadays equity need not be 
set as a separate subject. In our opinion, this must inevitably 
result in overlapping. 


“ Time-wasting Procedure ” 


WE share the disappointment of the ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
about the little progress which has been made during the 
past year towards establishing a common system of education 
which would facilitate interchange between barristers and 
solicitors. Speaking at the annual meeting of the Bar on 
Monday, Sir Reginald Manningham-Buller, Q.C., admitted 
that the poor progress was largely due to the “ archaic and 
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time-wasting procedure that has to be followed when there 
is no one body which has authority to decide anything on 
behalf of all four Inns.’’ It seems that the Council of Legal 
Education has felt in duty bound to seek the views of the 
Inns of Court. There should be wide support for the Attorney- 
General’s suggestion to create a more streamlined system of 
administration, even if this meant—as undoubtedly it must— 
that each of the Inns must delegate some of its powers to a 
joint body. 


Bona Vacantia 


Last week Mr. Lestig Hae, M.P., by means of a Parlia- 
mentary question, extracted from the CHANCELLOR OF THE 
EXCHEQUER the interesting information that in 1958, 1959 and 
1960 the net value of bona vacantia after meeting all legal 
claims and ex gratia payments, was £289,000, £414,000 and 
£326,000, respectively. It was further disclosed that in most 
cases no applications for ex gratia payments were made but, 
for the minority of estates in which they were, the proportions 
retained for the Exchequer lay between 56 and 59 per cent. ; 
for the whole range of cases the percentage varied between 
81 and 86 per cent. The numbers of such cases were not given 
but cannot be insignificant considering that it is unlikely 
that wealthy persons would die intestate. It may come as a 
shock to many people to realise that such a sizeable group 
of persons dies annually without leaving behind a spouse, 
issue, parents, siblings, nephews, nieces, grandparents, uncles 
or aunts of the whole or half blood or cousins, any of whom 
could claim the estate in preference to the Crown as bona 
vacantia. After mentioning cases where close friends had 
maintained the deceased for a long time and made claims with 
unsatisfactory results, Mr. Hale suggested that there should be 
a general rule that, on the whole, the estate should go to those 
most closely connected, either by blood or by friendship, 
rather than be forfeited to the Exchequer. This proposal was 
rejected by Mr. Selwyn Lloyd. Clearly there might be 
formidable administrative difficulties were it accepted in 
such a vague form. Nevertheless, there is a case for setting 
up a special trust to accept and administer bona vacantia, 
and the obvious administrator would be the Public Trustee 
or a committee of which he was a member. Such a committee 
could be instructed to be generous in their treatment of 
qualified individual claimants and some specific good works 
could then be done with any remaining funds, as distinct from 
their being “lost ’’ to the general revenue. To avoid all 
dissatisfaction about bona vacantia, the answer is to prevent 
any property falling to the Crown in this way by encouraging 
the making of wills in general and in particular by those not 
having any close relatives. 


Should a Doctor Tell ? 


Dr. LinpsaAy Hurst wrote to The Times last week to 
protest about the obligation to produce hospital clinical 
notes in court. He said that he had always believed that the 
clinical notes which he keeps on patients are confidential. 
We see the point of Dr. Lindsay Hurst’s argument, particu- 
larly in psychiatric cases. Nevertheless, it is the duty of 
the courts to arrive at the truth and only in the most extreme 
cases, which are confined to legal professional privilege and 
(in our view) the confessional, should the court be prevented 
from arriving at the truth. The number of cases in which 
psychiatrists’ notes are required for the purpose of evidence 
raust be very small indeed.

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THE BINGO BUNGLE 


THERE is no doubt that when Parliament was considering the 
proposals relating to lotteries in Pt. II of the Betting and 
Lotteries Act, 1934, and later when the Small Lotteries and 
Gaming Act, 1956, and the Betting and Gaming Act, 1960, 
were before them, our legislators intended to make provision 
for clubs, including social and political clubs, to raise money 
by means of lotteries and gaming. 


Whether Parliament envisaged that such fund-raising 
activities would reach the proportions they have is another 
matter. The evidence submitted to the last Royal Commis- 
sion on Betting, Lotteries and Gaming (1949-51) revealed 
that these activities had grown enormously (Cmd. 8190, 
para. 130), and it is not surprising, when in recent years 
they have attained such a size that they rival football pools 
in their influence on the national economy, that they have 
attracted the attention of the police. 


The decision of the House of Lords in Payne and Others v, 
Bradley, p. 566, ante, gave rise to some ill-informed comment 
in the popular Press, and to a no less ill-informed second 
leader in The Times, and this has apparently resulted in 
solicitors throughout the country being besieged by vicars, 
club secretaries, and the like, with questions as to the future 
of money-raising activities, particularly by means of the 
popular pastime “ bingo.” 

Providing they have digested the implications of s. 21 of the 
Betting and Gaming Act, 1960, solicitors will be able to 
reassure their clients that in most cases bingo will be able to 
continue unhindered, but I have no doubt that the decision 
of the House of Lords will cause concern to the proprietors of 
those clubs whose profits have been substantially increased 
this year by the legalising' of “ fruit machines’ on their 
premises, albeit restricted to two in number. 


The Huddersfield case 


Now what exactly has been decided in Payne v. Bradley ? 
Simply this—if a club promotes a lottery or a gaming party 
and the proceeds of the lottery or gaming are a gain to the 
club and its members, then those proceeds are a “ private 
gain ’’ to the club members. 


Shortly, the facts of the case are that the Huddersfield 
Friendly and Trades Societies Club used the club premises 
to conduct a tombola, the well-known game of bingo (or 
housey-housey) which, with minor variations, consists of 
conducting a lottery by drawing numbers from a bag or drum. 
The participants purchase cards bearing various combinations 
of numbers, and prizes are awarded to the holders of the 
cards bearing the numbers drawn, being either all the numbers 
on a card or some of them, such as a line of numbers across or 
down a card. 


The club directors were charged with using the club premises 
for purposes connected with the conduct of a lottery contrary 
to s. 22 (1) of the Betting and Lotteries Act, 1934. 


On some occasions as many as 200 persons took part in the 
playing of bingo at the club, each paying 2s. 6d. for a card 


with which to participate. The sale of these cards, or 
tickets, was not confined to members of the club. During 
1959 it appeared that profits from bingo paid into the club 
funds amounted to £900, whilst membership fees amounted 
to £1,059. It may have been this which prompted. Lord 
Morton to observe that any gap between the club’s income 
and expenditure should have. been filled by the members 


themselves, rather than by the expedient of inviting non- 
members to help by indulging in a mild gamble. 


Quite clearly bingo is a lottery, and the Huddersfield 
justices found it to be so, and consequently it was illegal by 
virtue of s. 21 of the Betting and Lotteries Act, 1934, unless 
it could be shown to be exempted from illegality by the 
subsequent provisions of that Act, or by the provisions of the 
Small Lotteries and Gaming Act, 1956—the Betting and 
Gaming Act, 1960, not being in force at that time. 


Defences considered 


By s. 23 of the 1934 Act a lottery promoted as an incident 
of. a bazaar, sale of work, féte, dinner, dance, sporting or 
athletic event, or other entertainment of a similar character, 
is lawful subject to certain conditions. These require the 
whole of the proceeds of the entertainment, including the 
proceeds of the lottery, after the deduction of certain expenses, 
to be devoted to purposes othe: than private gain, and none 
of the prizes may be money prizes. The bingo sessions 
promoted by the club were not incidental to an entertainment 
of the kind referred to above, and the prizes were in fact sums 
of money. It was therefore clear that the benefit of this 
exemption could not be claimed by the club. 


The second exemption is that provided by s. 24 of the 1934 
Act for “ private” lotteries. Societies, including clubs, 
institutions and organisations, may promote lotteries the 
sale of tickets in which is confined to members of the society. 
The society must be one established and conducted for 
purposes not connected with gaming, wagering or lotteries 
(see Maynard v. Williams [1955| 1 W.L.R. 54), and one of 
the conditions which must be observed is that the whole of 
the proceeds, after deducting expenses incurred for printing 
and stationery, must be devoted to the provision of prizes, 
or to the purposes of the society (or partly to each). If the 
club had confined participation in the games of bingo to its 
own members the game would have been lawful under this 
section. 


It was partly as a result of the decision in Maynard vy. 
Williams that the Small Lotteries and Gaming Act, 1956, 
was passed, by s. 1 of which small lotteries may lawfully 
be promoted on behalf of certain societies registered by a 
local authority, in order to raise money for the purposes of 
the society promoting the lottery. 


The society must be one established and conducted wholly 
or mainly for charitable purposes, playing or supporting 
athletic sports or games or cultural activities, or other purposes 
not for private gain or for a commercial undertaking. The 
lottery must be conducted in accordance with certain condi- 
tions: not more than one-half of the proceeds may be 
distributed as prizes, and no prize may exceed {100. The 
cost of a ticket may not exceed one shilling. 


The Huddersfield club did not purport to conduct their 
tombola sessions in accordance with these provisions, which 
require returns to be made to the local authority with which 
the society is registered. Moreover, the price of tickets 
exceeded that allowed by s. 1 of the Act. 

The club directors relied on the exemption provided by s. 4 
of the 1956 Act relating to small gaming parties. This section 
applies to any entertainment promoted in Great Britain for 


raising money to be applied for purposes other than purposes 
of private gain, being an entertainment at which games of 
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chance, or of chance and skill combined, are played in 
accordance with certain conditions which provide that— 


(a) only one payment, not exceeding five shillings, may 
be made by each player, whether by way of entrance fee, 
or stake, or otherwise ; 

(6) only one distribution of prizes may be made, not 
exceeding {20 in value, except in the case of the final of a 
series of entertainments, when the total value of the prizes 
distributed may be up to £100; and 

(c) the whole of the proceeds, after the deduction of 
expenses (which must not exceed the reasonable cost of the 
facilities provided) and the cost of prizes, must be applied 
for purposes other than purposes of private gain. 


A tombola, or a series of bingo games, is an entertainment 
in itself, and does not require to be held in conjunction with 
some other entertainment such as a féte, dance or social 
evening (see Bow v. Heatley 1960 S.L.T. 311). 

Although s. 4 of the 1956 Act deals with gaming parties, 
participating in a lottery may be gaming, just as gaming 
may involve a lottery (Smith v. Wyles [1959] 1 O.B. 164). 


Lottery or gaming 


The distinction between lotteries and gaming is by no 
means a hard and fast one, but participation in the game of 
bingo is not confined to payment for a ticket, and the act of 
marking off on a card the numbers drawn from the bag, and 
the making of a claim for a prize when the requisite numbers 
have been drawn, is sufficient to constitute bingo a game of 
chance. But it is also a distribution of prizes by lot, without 
the use of skill, and as such it is also a lottery. By subs. (3) of 
s. 4 of the 1956 Act (which subsection has now been repealed, 
however) a game played at an entertainment to which s. 4 
applies was not to be deemed an unlawful lottery providing 
the conditions of the section were complied with. 

The sole question for the House of Lords in the Huddersfield 
case, therefore, was whether the proceeds of the game, which 
were paid into the general funds of the club, were or were not 
applied for purposes other than purposes of private gain. 

Although the words “ private gain’’ had been on the 
statute book in connection with lotteries for over a quarter 
of a century, they had not previously been the subject of 
judicial interpretation. 

The Huddersfield justices found against the club; their 
decision was unanimously upheld by the Divisional Court on 
appeal by way of case stated; and it was confirmed by the 
House of Lords (Lord Denning and Lord Morris dissenting). 

At first sight the decision may seem to be rather a harsh 
one and not in accord with the intention of Parliament or the 
spirit of the Act. A little reflection, however, will show that 
any other interpretation of the words “ private gain ’’ would 
have opened the door to abuses which Parliament possibly 
did not foresee. 

No doubt the Home Secretary’s comments on a clause in the 
Betting and Gaming Bill containing the words “ private gain ” 
(Hansard (Commons), vol. 613, No. 18, col. 820), as well as 
the remarks of the Lord Chancellor when the Bill was 
under consideration in the House of Lords (Hansard (Lords), 
vol. 224, No. 90, col. 355), were a source of encouragement 
to the appellants in Payne v. Bradley, but on giving leave 
to appeal to the House of Lords the court made it clear 
that their decision was not concerned with the 1960 Act, 
on which they had heard no argument. Indeed, what 
Mr. Butler said in 1959 could hardly be relevant in interpreting 
an Act passed years earlier. 
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In any event, so far as bingo is concerned, the conditions 
under which it may be played are now determined by the 
provisions of the Betting and Gaming Act, 1960, which came 
into force on Ist January, 1961. 


Effect of the 1960 Act 


A lottery which is exempted from being unlawful by the 
provisions of s. 23 or s. 24 of the Betting and Lotteries Act, 
1934, or by s. 1 of the Small Lotteries and Gaming Act, 1956, 
will not be held to be gaming (and therefore subject to the 
provisions of Pt. Ii of the Betting and Gaming Act, 1960) 
providing each winner of a prize is ascertained by reference 
to not more than three determining factors, each of those 
factors being either the result of a draw, or other determination, 
or the outcome of an event. This allows clubs and societies 
to hold draws and raffles under the conditions allowed by the 
provisions of the 1934 and the 1956 Acts referred to above. 


Where proceedings are taken under s. 22 of the 1934 Act 
in connection with an unlawful lottery it is a defence to prove 
that the lottery was also a game of chance, and that no offence 
under Pt. II of the 1960 Act was committed. 


Bingo under the 1960 Act 


Unless the winner of a prize at bingo is determined by not 
more than three drawings of numbers, and as it is commonly 
played this is not so, the proper defence to proceedings against 
the promoters of bingo under s. 22 of the 1934 Act will be that 
provided by s. 21 of the 1960 Act, namely that bingo is a game 
of chance, and that it was conducted in accordance with 
Pt. II of the 1960 Act. 


Under the 1960 Act gaming is lawful only :— 
(a) if the chances of the players are equally favourable, 
or the game is so conducted that they are ; 


(b) all stakes are paid out as winnings, no “ 
taken by the promoter ; and 


(c) no payment is required in order to take part. 


cut” being 


There is an exception to the last-mentioned conditions in the 
case of certain clubs (see s. 16 (7)), and in connection with the 
provision of amusements with prizes at certain non-commercial 
entertainments (s. 23). 


The clubs must not be merely of a temporary character, 
and the only persons who may take part in the gaming are 
members of more than twenty-four hours’ standing and their 
bona fide guests. Apart from any annual subscription, the 
only other payment allowed for taking part in the gaming 
is a fixed sum of money determined before the gaming begins. 


This provision was inserted in order to legalise payment for 
facilities for gaming in clubs, commonly known as “ card 
money.” The provision applies equally to members’ clubs 
and proprietary clubs, and has resulted in the organising 
of bingo clubs commercially on a large scale. Providing 
the game is conducted so that the chances of all the players 
are equal, and all money paid for cards is returned as prizes, 
a payment may be made for taking part in the game, and this 
payment can accrue to the club proprietor as a profit. 


Bingo at non-commercial entertainments 


The decision in Payne v. Bradley may, however, restrict the 
playing of bingo in a way which was not anticipated. 

On the second reading of the Betting and Gaming Bill, the 
Home Secretary was asked in the House of Commons: 
“ Under the provisions of this Bill is tombola illegal or not ? ”’ 
(Hansard (Commons), vol. 613, No. 18, col. 820). He replied that 
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the Bill allowed such amusements to take place at non- 
commercial entertainments, such as bazaars and garden fétes 
in aid of church funds. One of the conditions of s. 23 of the 
1960 Act, however, is that the whole of the proceeds of the 
entertainment and the amusement, after the deduction of 
the expenses and the cost of the prizes, must be devoted to 
purposes other than private gain. 

Whilst bazaars and fétes to raise money for charities may 
not be affected by the interpretation of the words “ private 
gain’ by the House of Lords, the fund-raising activities of 
clubs on their own behalf by this means is restricted. 


Fruit machines 

There will undoubtedly be some misgivings in clubs where 
gaming machines, such as “ fruit machines,” have been 
installed. 

By s. 17 of the 1960 Act, gaming by means of a gaming 
machine is permitted on premises to which the public do not 
have access (e.g., clubs), and which are not used wholly or 
mainly by persons under the age of eighteen, providing :— 

(a) not more than two gaming machines are made avail- 
able for play in any one building, or parts of a building in 
the same occupation ; 
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(6) the stake does not exceed sixpence ; and 
(c) all stakes are returned as winnings, or applied for 
purposes other than private gain. 

On the second reading of the Betting and Gaming Bill, the 
Home Secretary referred to the contribution which such 
machines made to club funds where they were installed at 
that time, and said he thought that the Government had 
come to a sensible conclusion in legalising such machines, 
because he knew of several clubs which profited greatly from 
having such machines on the premises. 

Unless the Government introduces amending legislation, as 
the Editor of this journal has suggested (p. 555, ante), all 
we can do is await the inevitable prosecution under s. 17 
of the 1960 Act for applying stakes on gaming machines for 
purposes other than private gain, if they are not returned as 
winnings to a player. 

It was a pity that Parliament spent so much time on the 
provisions of the Betting and Gaming Bill relating to book- 
makers, with the result that the gaming provisions of the 
Bill received only scant consideration. However, as the 
words “ private gain ’’ had not received judicial consideration 
since 1934 they may perhaps be excused for not including a 
statutory definition in the Act. c- € 


ASPECTS OF CHANCERY PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE—II 


ORIGINATING SUMMONS PROCEDURE 


SoME proceedings are required, or permitted, to be com- 
menced by originating summons. The forms are indicated in 
App. K to the Rules of the Supreme Court. There are four 
kinds of originating summons :— 

1. Form 1A is the general form and is known as the 
“inter partes” form. There is a plaintiff and a defendant. 
It is the form that is used when an administration order is 
sought ; or where a mortgagee seeks possession, or payment of 
money, or both; or where a will or settlement is being 
construed, etc. Appearance is required. 

2. Form 1B is not “inter partes’’ but contemplates the 
entry of appearance. The parties are accordingly referred 
to as the applicant and the respondent. It is used for applica- 
tions under the Trustee Act, 1925, for the appointment of a 
new trustee, for wardship proceedings under the Law Reform 
(Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1949, for approval of an 
arrangement under the Variation of Trusts Act, 1958, etc. 

3. Form 1c does not require appearance to be entered. 
It is used for, e.g., applications for taxation of bills of costs 
under the Solicitors Acts, and husband and wife disputes as to 
property under s. 17 of the Married Women’s Property Act, 
1882. 


4. Form 18 is an ex parte form. There is no respondent 


to be served. If, for instance, trustees have lodged money in 
court under the Trustee Act, 1925, this form would normally 
be used by an infant beneficiary who sought to get the money 
paid out to him on attaining majority. 

Sometimes the rules prescribe a particular form. If the 
wrong form is used, it can usually be amended by leave. 
That involves costs, which will probably not be recoverable 
from the other side, even if the proceedings are successful ; 
so it is obviously desirable to get the initiating document right 
at the outset. 

Originating summonses are issued like writs and are also 
served like writs. 


In the cases where form 14 or 1B is appropriate, the plaintiff 
or applicant (or his solicitor) should attend at the chambers 
of the appropriate judge to get an appointment for the hearing 
of the originating summons. The original summons, together 
with a copy for the master’s use, must be produced. A notice 
fixing the time of appointment will be sealed in chambers 
The notice must then be duly served on the other side. If the 
defendant or respondent has not entered appearance, the 
notice will be served by filing it as provided by Ord. 67, r. 4, 
and in due course an office copy will have to be produced to 
the master to satisfy him that that has been done. The 
notice must be served at least four clear days before the 
hearing. 


Where no appearance required to be entered 


If no appearance is required to be entered, the original 
summons is taken to the master’s chambers after it has been 
issued (with a copy for him), and the time for the hearing is 
written in the margin. Where there is a respondent, a copy 
of the summons containing the marginal addition must be 
served at least two clear days before the return day unless in 
any case it is otherwise ordered. 

It is useful to remember that if at the hearing the matter is 
adjourned to a fixed day it will not be necessary to serve a 
notice of the restored hearing. 

If the application is to proceed it will have to be supported 
by evidence, and there is invariably an affidavit in support 
put in by or on behalf of the plaintiff or applicant. Other 
parties will have an opportunity of putting in affidavit 
evidence, too. When the evidence is complete, the matter 
will be dealt with by the judge (or master, as his deputy, in 
appropriate circumstances), or it will be adjourned into court 
to be dealt with there. 

Deponents to affidavits may be required to attend for 
cross-examination. If the party that has put in an affidavit 
wishes to supplement the evidence by oral testimony when 
the deponent is tendered for cross-examination, he should 
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ask for leave to put questions in chief before the cross- 
examination begins. 

Occasionally—at one time it was very rare, but nowadays 
there is a tendency toward relaxation in this regard—the 
judge may allow proceedings by originating summons to be 
conducted, to some extent, as if they were proceedings by 
writ : may, in exceptional circumstances, be 
permitted, or the plaintiff may be directed to deliver points 
of claim and the defendant to deliver points of defence, and 
thereafter the case may proceed substantially as a writ 
action.

AFFIDAVIT EVIDENCE 

In Chancery proceedings it is usually impossible to get 
very far without affidavits. In some proceedings, the main, 
or only, evidence is embodied in affidavits. Order 38 deals 
with the form of affidavits, but the rules have been supple- 
mented by Practice Directions, and the penalty for disregard 
of these directions may be as great as that for disregard of 
the rules. The following points are noteworthy : 

Order 38, r. 8, requires every affidavit to state the description 
and true place of abode of the deponent. There is doubtless 
a good reason for this. When a witness goes into the witness 
box one of the first questions to be asked is what is his 
occupation, since that helps to provide the context for his 
evidence. Similarly, the description of the deponent in the 
affidavit may have a bearing on the weight to be given to 
the testimony. “ Description ’”’ means a sufficient description. 
In the Annual Practice, notes on this rule show that, e.g., 
“‘ gentleman,’ “‘ clerk ’’ (without saying to whom), “ director ”’ 
(without saying director of what company or companies), etc., 
are insufficient. In a fairly recent case, a judge required an 
affidavit to be resworn because it did not describe the 
deponent, who was a farmer; even though, according to 


counsel, that information could be inferred from subsequent 
statements in the body of the affidavit. 

Except in certain circumstances, it is (at the moment) the 
practice in the Chancery Division to file the original affidavit 


and produce an office copy. Where, for good reason, this has 
not been done, the court may nevertheless allow the affidavit 
to be read on a proper undertaking to file it. The affidavit 
should in those circumstances bear the proper stamp. Not 
long ago a judge refused to allow an affidavit to be read in 
proceedings until it had been stamped. 

As required by Ord. 38, r. 24, exhibits should be properly 
marked and bear the short title of the cause or matter. 
Although this can be corrected if the rule is overlooked, the 
perfecting of the order may be held up. 


In book form 


Affidavits must be written or printed bookwise. They 
(and office copies) will not normally be accepted unless they 
are written on both sides of the paper and follow continuously 
from page to page. Affidavits should never end on one page 
with the jurat following overleaf. The jurat should follow 
immediately after the end of the text. 

When he was the Senior Chancery Judge, Vaisey, J., indicated 
that the signature of the commissioner should enable the 
commissioner to be identified. Accordingly, unless the 
signature is clearly legible, it should be elucidated by means 
of a rubber stamp or otherwise. 
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A Practice Direction was issued in 1923 and repeated in 
1940 requiring dates and sums in affidavits to be in figures and 
not words. It is perhaps odd that the rules do not insist on 
this, since r. 4 of Ord. 19 (which deals with pleadings) says 
that dates, sums and numbers in pleadings shall be expressed 
in figures and not in words, and affidavits are often really a 
substitute for pleadings. Practitioners who are accustomed 
to conveyancing very easily overlook this Practice Direction. 
But the requirement is taken seriously, and, if it is disregarded, 
the court or judge is likely to direct that the affidavit be 
resworn in a correct form, and may make the solicitor who 
is responsible for putting in the affidavit pay the costs that 
are thus thrown away. 

It is the practice to “read”’ in Chancery orders the affidavit 
evidence on which they are based. If an affidavit is not 
“read” as part of the evidence, there are likely to be 
difficulties in getting it allowed on taxation. If an affidavit 
is properly available but is not actually read, it may be 
advisable to mention it expressly at the hearing. In a recent 
case, where, on a motion, an affidavit put in by one party was 
rejected as evidence, the court expressly stated that, as the 
affidavits replying to that affidavit had been rightly obtained, 
they should be deemed to have been read for the purpose of 
inclusion in the order although they would not in fact be 
actually read. 

Off the record 


In the Chancery Division there is a practice of keeping 
certain kinds of evidence off the record by embodying it in 
statements exhibited to an affidavit. In Inheritance (Family 
Provision) cases and wardship cases the statements of deponents 
are dealt with in this way. If the evidence has been wrongly 
included in the affidavit, the court or judge normally requires 
the affidavit to be taken off the file and a fresh affidavit to be 
sworn giving the information in a fresh statement; or, as 
sometimes happens, the original affidavit is taken off the file 
and becomes the statement exhibited to the further affidavit. 
Affidavits to be used in evidence should not be sworn 
before the writ or originating summons has been issued. 
Although the court may not decline to make the order by 
reason of that defect, it invariably requires the offending 
affidavit to be resworn and filed in the proceedings. 


A party may want to cross-examine a deponent to an 
affidavit put in by the other side. The rules about cross- 
examination were amended by the Rules of the Supreme 
Court (Summons for Directions, etc.), 1954. Whereas 
previously a party could serve a notice requiring the production 
of the deponent for cross-examination at the trial, the new 
Ord. 38, r. 1, abolishes that method and provides that the 
court or a judge may, on the application of either party, 
order the attendance for cross-examination of the person 
making the affidavit. Quite often, instead of having an 
order, the parties give undertakings to produce deponents 
for cross-examination The sanction for disregard of an order 
to attend or of the undertakings is that the affidavit of the 
deponent who does not attend “ shall not be used in evidence 
unless by the special leave of the court or a judge.” Ifa 
party wishes to ensure that a deponent does attend, he may 
have to issue a subpcena.

Devon, Gloucester and Somerset and the county boroughs of 
Bath, Bristol, Exeter, Gloucester and Plymouth) to the local 
authorities and other organisations concerned. 
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WATCHDOG AT WORK 


‘ TRIBUNALS and inquiries provide the every-day procedures 
whereby the citizen can contest the decisions of authority 
. . . Within this field it is our task to act as a watchdog for 
the ordinary citizen and to see that he gets fair play.” So 
wrote the Council on Tribunals in their Second Report covering 
the calendar year 1960, which was published on Monday 
(H.M.S.O., 2s. 6d.). 

The constitution of the council we described last year 
when reviewing their First Report (104 Sot. J. 357). On 
19th September, 1960, the first chairman of the council, 
the Marquess of Reading, died and was succeeded by 
Viscount Tenby on 12th January, 1961, Sir Hugh Rose, Bt., 
the chairman of the Scottish Committee, being elected acting 
chairman of the council for the intervening period. 


Some statistics 


In 1960 there were over 122,000 cases decided by the 2,000 
administrative tribunals under the supervision of the council 
and its Scottish committee. Most of these involved some form 
of dispute between a private individual and a Government 
department. The most numerous appeals were those before 
National Insurance local tribunals (34,161), National 
Insurance (Industrial Injuries) medical appeal tribunals 
(19,775) and the various road traffic commissioners (13,507 
cases heard at public sittings in the financial year 1959-60, 
excluding cases involving variations in road service licences 
and backings). There were 5,700 statutory inquiries, following 
appeals against planning decisions and objections to com- 
pulsory purchase orders made by local authorities, which 
fell within the council’s purview. 

In 1960 members of the council and the Scottish committee 
made seventy-five visits to tribunals and eighteen to inquiries 
in all parts of the country, compared with ninety-seven visits 
to tribunals in 1959. Complaints about tribunals and 
inquiries, received by the council from members of the public, 
increased in 1960, there being fifty-two new complaints 
(twenty-four in 1959), of which thirty-one (eighteen) concerned 
tribunals and twenty-one (six) concerned statutory inquiries. 


Year’s progress 

As a result of recommendations made in the council's 
First Report, the Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
arranged that parties in proceedings before rent tribunals 
are informed of their right to request the reasons for the 
tribunal’s decision, and the remuneration paid to chairmen 
and members of such tribunals has been increased. 

In a number of cases also the seating arrangements of 
National Insurance local tribunals and National Assistance 
appeal tribunals have been altered, following the council’s 
last year’s criticism of the placing of the applicant facing the 
tribunal across the table whereas the insurance officer or 
assistance officer, representing the Ministry, sat at one end of 
the table to the side of the tribunal, giving an unjustified 
impression that the latter occupied a privileged position. 

Less successful has been the council’s complaint that their 
visiting members may not sit in with a National Insurance 
local tribunal whilst its members consider in private what 
decision to make. A Parliamentary answer by the Minister, 
given on 24th January last, clearly does not envisage the 
altering of the regulations to enable council members to have 
a right to retire with such tribunals. It is to be hoped that 
M.P.’s and the Press will exert continuous pressure on the 


Minister until the requisite amendments to the regulations: 
are made. For a supervisory body set up by Parliament 
not to enjoy such a right is nothing short of ludicrous, 

Again, although in practice members of the council have 
been permitted to attend sittings of National Health Service 
executive councils and their service committees, they have 
had to do so on sufferance in their capacity as members of 
the public. This complaint, in respect of these bodies and 
the National Health Service Tribunal, was voiced in th 
council's report for 1959, and yet, to date, no effective action 
has been taken to remedy it. The complaint is repeated in 
the report for 1960, and considerable public pressure will 
evidently need to be exerted to make a further repetition 
unnecessary in a year’s time. 

Last year the council referred to inadequate or unsuitable 
accommodation for tribunals. As a result, certain improve- 
ments have been effected, but the report for 1960 still records 
cases of inconvenient or inadequate accommodation and 
waiting facilities. 


Functioning of tribunals in 1960 


The largest group of complaints received about tribunals, 
amounting to twelve out of thirty-eight, concerned the 
constitution and working of rent tribunals in the London area, 
but half of them called for no action by the council and all 
save one of the remainder related to a particular tribunal 
The council complain of lack of publicity about the existenc: 
of rent tribunals to combat a “ fairly widespread "’ impression 
that rent tribunals ceased to exist when the Rent Act, 1957, 
came into operation. The two principal defects noted by 
the council are the lack of a clear code of procedure and the 
absence of a right of appeal except on a point of law. The 
council is to make a detailed examination of certain aspects 
of their work. 

The council received a complaint that a National Health 
Service practitioner had been handicapped in the presentation 
of his case before a service committee by the ban on legal 
representation. The council therefore examined the general 
effect of the proviso to the National Health Service (Service 
Committees and Tribunal) Regulations, 1956 (S.I. 1956 
No. 1077), reg. 5 (1), that “no person shall be entitled in 
the capacity of counsel, solicitor or other paid advocate to 
conduct the case for any party by addressing the committee 
or examining or cross-examining witnesses.” 

After hearing oral evidence from the complainant and 
representatives of various bodies, and considering certain 
written representations, the council concluded that the 
general procedure had worked well and that no injustice 
had resulted from the ban on legal representation. However, 
they drew attention to the fact that different interpretations 
were being made of the proviso and that, in particular, in 
proceedings in 1959 before a dental service committee in 
Scotland, a solicitor who acted as clerk to the local dental 
committee and was paid by them, was permitted to assist a 
practitioner by addressing the service committee and by 
examining and cross-examining witnesses on the ground that 
he was not appearing as “ counsel, solicitor or other paid 
advocate.”” The council have recommended that the relevant 
Government departments should make it clear that the inten- 
tion of the proviso was to exclude such persons, and this recom- 
mendation has been accepted. A doubt is recorded whether 
a friend or relative who happens to be a qualified lawyer is 





debarred by the proviso from assisting a party involved in 
service committee proceedings in the presentation of his case. 
(It will be recalled that the National Insurance (Determination 
of Claims and Questions) Amendment Regulations, 1958 
(S.I. 1958 No. 701), reg. 2, replaced reg. 13 of the principal 
regulations (S.I. 1948 No. 1144), expressly prohibiting repre- 
sentation by a lawyer, and had the effect of overruling 
a decision preventing a pension claimant being represented by 
her son before a local tribunal because he happened to be a 
solicitor. The new reg. 13 (4) specifically provides that a 
person entitled to be heard by a local tribunal may be 
represented “ by some other person whether having professional 
qualifications or not.’’) 

About National Assistance appeal tribunals, the council 
discreetly imply that some are inefficient. Of those visited 
during the year, “‘ While most made a favourable impression, 
some seemed markedly more efficient than others. In the 
case of three tribunals, we felt that the clerk was permitted 
by the chairman to take too active a part in the proceedings ” 
(para. 53). 

An individual complaint received by the council, concerning 
the qualifications of a member of an agricultural land tribunal, 
led them to inquire about the arrangements in the Lord 
Chancellor's Office for reviewing appointments. This elicited 
the information that, whilst appointments dealt 
with in that office were automatically reviewed every three 
years, there was no such provision in the case of members 
of agricultural land tribunals, but the Lord Chancellor was 
considering instituting the review procedure in this connec- 
tion. As a result of the council’s probing, in future all 
nominations to the panels made by the nominating bodies 
are to be carefully scrutinised by the chairmen, who are 
able to make local inquiries of their own; if nominating 
bodies put forward names of people who, on further examina- 
tion, turn out to be unsuitable, the Lord Chancellor will take 
the matter up with those bodies.

New tribunals 

Developments in different fields brought new tribunals 
under the general supervision of the council. These include 
the mental health review tribunals constituted under s. 3 
of the Mental Health Act, 1959, the appeal tribunal constituted 
for the purposes of s. 28 of the Finance Act, 1960 (designed to 
deal with certain tax avoidance devices), the Air Transport 
Licensing Board and the tribunal to be constituted for the 
purposes of s. 1 of the Civil Aviation Licensing Act, 1960, 
to hear appeals from the Director of Air Safety. In addition, 
the Bookmakers’ Levy Appeal Tribunal, to be constituted 
under s. 4 of the Betting Levy Act, 1961 (see p. 557, anie), 
will come within the purview of the council. 

All the council’s recommendations for certain amendments 
to draft regulations concerned with the fields of mental health 
and civil aviation were accepted. Their experience of being 
consulted by the Government before the setting up of new 
tribunals had, however, been “ varied.” In principie the 
Government had agreed to this except in cases of urgency and 
where secrecy was essential. The council received no official 
information about the proposal to establish the Air Transport 
Licensing Board until the day before the relevant Bill was 
presented to Parliament. They were, however, consulted by 
the Home Office during the drafting of the legislation relating 
to the Bookmakers’ Levy Appeal Tribunal. 

As the appeal tribunal to deal with cases arising under 
s. 28 of the Finance Act, 1960, formed a part of measures 
designed to deal with tax avoidance, the proposals relating to 
it could not be disclosed outside the Government Service. 
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The council agreed that this tribunal should be exempted 
from giving reasons for its decisions, as are the Board of 
Referees and certain other Revenue tribunals, as it and they 
could be required under the Income Tax Act, 1952, to state 
a case for the High Court, or the Court of Session, which would 
necessarily involve a statement of the reasons for the decision. 
The council’s recommendations were implemented in the 
Tribunals and Inquiries (Revenue Tribunals) Order, 1961 
(S.I. 1961 No. 152, as to which, see p. 135, ante). 


Special references to the council 

In addition to the question mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph, the council had referred to them for consideration 
whether absolute privilege should be conferred on witnesses 
before tribunals ; and whether tribunals should have power 
to subpoena witnesses to give evidence or produce documents. 
On both questions the council disagreed with the recom- 
mendations of the Franks Committee on Administrative 
Tribunals and Enquiries on the same subjects, recorded in 
that committee’s report (Cmnd. 218 of 1957). 

On the first question, the council reported that they had 
no evidence of any practical need for an extension of absolute 
privilege, to which there were substantial objections, and that 
the defence of qualified privilege constituted a sufficient 
protection in the proceedings of tribunals generally. On the 
second question, so far as concerns England and Wales, 
the council did not consider that tribunals should have power 
to subpoena witnesses to give evidence and produce documents ; 
they thought that application to the Central Office of the 
Supreme Court or a district registry, or to the Crown Office, 
should continue to be made as at present ; and they recom- 
mended that, in order to make the procedure more generally 
known, a circular be issued to all chairmen of tribunals 
setting out the true position so that in proper cases they could 
inform applicants, and that this circular should include the 
material provisions as regards payment of ‘“‘ conduct money ” 
—to cover the cost of food and lodging for the person 
subpcenaed—to witnesses. 


Statutory inquiries 

In addition to tribunals the council is concerned with 
statutory inquiries. Whilst, in general, the former exercise 
an independent jurisdiction, the latter form part of the 
process by which a Minister exercises his discretion with 
responsibility to Parliament for such exercise. Mostly such 
inquiries relate to the use of land, where a conflict between 
public and private interests must be resolved by a decision 
of policy to be made by a Minister. Before the Minister 
reaches his decision, he is required by statute to hold an 
inquiry at which objections will be heard. 

The council’s report explains that with regard to inquiries, 
unlike tribunals, their duty is not to exercise continuing 
supervision, but to advise on rules of procedure, and to 
consider and report on such matters as may be referred to 
them by the Lord Chancellor and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, or as the council may determine to be of special 
importance. The council’s concern “extends to the pro- 
cedural aspects of what takes place both before and after the 
inquiry, as well as to the conduct of the inquiry itself” 
(para. 19). They may not interfere with the recommendations 
of the person conducting the inquiry or with the Minister’s 
decision, for which, on policy, he ‘“‘ is answerable to Parliament ; 
on points of law he is subject to control of the courts” 
(para. 20). The council view their general task as to inquiries 
as being to see that standards, involving the characteristics of 
openness, fairness and impartiality, are applied which satisfy 
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the ordinary person's sense of justice. They point out that 
they are only empowered to oversee inquiries or hearings held 
by a Minister in pursuance of a statutory duty, and not to 
discretionary inquiries such as that recently held concerning 
the Oxford Road system, although such discretionary inquiries 
may be just as important for the council's purposes as other 
inquiries. 
Cause célébre 

The case following a statutory inquiry which has brought 
the council much publicity recently is, of course, that of 
Major A. L. Buxton. The end of this affair has not yet been 
heard but, as it came to the council’s notice during 1960, 
it is mentioned in their report. Certain conclusions may 
also be drawn from its handling and appear below in the final 
section of this article. 

Briefly to recapitulate, that case concerned the application 
in 1958 of a company of sand and gravel producers 
for planning permission to dig chalk from their land. 
Saffron Walden Rural District Council, acting for Essex 
County Council, as local planning authority, refused 
permission and the company appealed to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government under s. 16 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947. At a public local inquiry held 
by a Ministry inspector in November, 1958, the company and 
local planning authority were heard as were, in addition, 
Major Buxton, a neighbouring landowner, and three other 
neighbouring landowners, who produced expert evidence in 
support of their objections. The inspector recommended that 
the appeal should be dismissed on the ground that the pro- 
duction of chalk from the site was likely to result in dust 
being blown on to the objectors’ land, with serious detriment 
to agriculture and amenity. The Minister, however, rejected 
the inspector’s recommendation and allowed the appeal. 

The objectors then applied to the High Court under s. 31 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1959, to have the 
Minister’s decision quashed (Buxton v. Minister of Housing 
and Local Government [1960) 3 W.L.R. 866). The grounds of 
the application were that the Minister, in rejecting the 
inspector's findings of fact, relied on certain subsequent 
advice and information given to him by the Minister of 
Agriculture without affording the local planning authority or 
the objectors any opportunity of correcting or commenting 
upon this advice or information, and that the Minister’s 
decision was inconsistent with another decision given by him 
in similar circumstances relating to other nearby land. It was 
held, as a preliminary point of law, that the objectors were 
not “ persons aggrieved’ within the meaning of the Act 
(see the article at p. 120, ante) so that the merits of their case 
could not be decided. 


Council’s action 


The council were then requested by Major Buxton to look 
into the circumstances of the case. After considering the 
matter, they reported it to the Lord Chancellor, informing 
him that if, as had been alleged, the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, in rejecting his inspector’s findings of 
fact, had relied on certain subsequent advice and information 
given to him by the Minister of Agriculture, without affording 
the local planning authority or the objectors an opportunity 
of correcting or commenting upon this advice, then, prima 
facie, it appeared to them “ that Major Buxton’s feeling of 
injustice might well be justified.”’ 

Subsequently, the Lord Chancellor made a statement on the 
case running to five columns of Hansard by means of a written 
answer to a question (Hansard (Lords), 20th April, 1961, 
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cols. 740-744). In the view of the council this answer disclosed 
a departure from the recommendations of the Franks Com- 
mittee. On 26th April they commented on the Lord 
Chancellor's references to the need for the production of 
chalk for agriculture, remarking that no case regarding pro- 
duction need was ever raised at the public inquiry. ‘‘ It must,” 
their memorandum continued, “ therefore have been raised 
somewhere else and the Lord Chancellor states that it came 
from the Minister of Agriculture. This may be obvious now, 
but the Minister of Housing had invariably denied it.’’ The 
council further alleged that the Minister seized on a false 
point in deducing that the inspector mistakenly believed that 
the kibbling process involved grinding chalk to powder, and 
that the Lord Chancellor used the same false point in 
supporting him: a proper reading would show that the 
inspector knew what kibbling meant, but thought that dust 
would still be blown on to surrounding crops and livestock, 
and cause damage. 


Immediately following the publication of the council's 
statement, the Lord Chancellor wrote to the council's chairman 
that he was ready to discuss the issues arising out of the case 
with members of the council “ at the earliest moment practic- 
able.’”” Discussions were held as a result of which, at the 
Lord Chancellor's invitation, the council will report on the 
whole problem of handling new factual evidence and on the 
application of the principles laid down in the Franks Report. 


Conclusion 


The council’s Second Report hints that before long the 
appointment of full-time members may be required. The 
council expect that soon the volume of work coming to them 
from members of the public will exceed that from the initial 
source of their work, which was Government departments. 
The consideration of individual complaints was “a develop- 
ment which perhaps was not fully foreseen when the con- 
stitution of the council was first considered ’’ (para. 25). 
In other words, it may be that the council will eventually 
turn into a collective Ombudsman and will require to be 
reorganised accordingly. 

This development, and the events arising out of the Buxton 
case, prompt the questioning of the adequacy of the council's 
powers and procedure as they exist at present. It may be 
that, to do their work effectively, the council need to be 
given such further powers as ability to summon witnesses 
and call for documents. The Buxton case illustrates the 
necessity for them to be able to act quickly. 


At present, the only action open to the council is to report 
to the Lord Chancelloi, as a senior member of the Govern- 
ment responsible to Parliament, and to publish the memor- 


anda sent to him. This power to report might suffice if 
the Lord Chancellor had only his role to fill of head of the 
judiciary. In fact in addition, in his political capacity as 
a member of the Government, he owes a duty to support his 
Ministerial colleagues. If at any time, when the council 
send him a report, it so happens that he must give priority 
to his political loyalties, it must be well nigh impossible for 
the Lord Chancellor—whoever may be the individual holding 
that high office—to act on the report exactly as he would 
if he had to consider it only in a judicial capacity. 

It follows that the council’s hand might well be strengthened 
if they had a duty to report elsewhere, perhaps to a non- 
political holder of high judicial office such as the Lord Chief 
Justice, or if they were given greater powers themselves. 
This power, either of the person to whom they reported or of 
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themselves, could take the form of ability to declare any 
proceedings of bodies within the council’s purview a nullity, 
and to order a completely new hearing before a differently 
composed tribunal or inquiry. 


Landlord and Tenant Notebook 
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The Buxton case gave the council, self-styled “‘ watchdog 
for the ordinary citizen,” their first opportunity to emit a 
loud bark. They may yet require to be endowed with the 
faculty to bite.

EVIDENCE OF INTENTION 


A LANDLORD of business premises may oppose an application 
for a new tenancy under the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954, 
Pt. II, on the grounds, inter alia, that on the termination of 
the current tenancy he intends to demolish or reconstruct the 
premises comprised in the holding or a substantial part of 
those premises or to carry out substantial work of construction 
on the holding (s. 30 (1) (/)), or that on the termination, etc., 
he intends to occupy the holding for the purposes, or partly 
for the purposes, of a business to be carried on by him therein, 
or as his residence (ibid., para. (g)). It may often be the 
case that he will not be able to occupy the holding for such 
purposes without reconstructing it, and no landlord is likely 
to intend demolition or reconstruction for its own sake. 
It was held, after Atkinson v. Bettison [1955] 1 W.L.R. 1127 
(C.A.), had suggested the contrary, that even if the main 
object be occupation for own purposes, a genuine intention 
to reconstruct will be an effective bar to the tenant’s applica- 
tion (and, in this case, the purchase or creation of the land- 
lord’s interest within the preceding five years does not, as it 
does in the case of intention to occupy, disentitle the landlord 
to rely on the intention): Fisher v. Taylors Furnishing 
Stores, Lid. [1956] 2 0.B. 78 (C.A.). But a whole series of 
decisions has shown that the intention must in either case be 
sincere, genuine, definite and settled; and perhaps the most 
peculiar feature of Aperebar, Lid. v. German (1960), 177 E.G. 
197, was that the absence of evidence to reconstruct was 
held to negative the sincerity, etc., of the avowed intention 
to use for own purposes. For, while the landlord concerned in 
Atkinson v. Bettison, supra, was told, in effect, that his avowal 
of intention to reconstruct was a sham because he really 
wanted possession (within five years of acquiring the reversion), 
the landlords in the recent case were told, again in effect, 
that they did not really want to re-occupy because they did 
not intend to reconstruct. 


Restaurant into office 


The tenants in Aperebar, Lid. v. German held a lease, 
expiring 25th March, 1960, of part of a building in a provincial 
city. Their landlords were a firm of solicitors who had 
previously occupied that part for the purposes of their 
practice, and who still used a room on the first floor for 
storage of papers. At the time of the proceedings, they were 
occupying offices about 100 yards from the demised premises. 

They opposed the tenants’ application on the ground that 
they intended, on the termination of the tenancy, to occupy 
the premises for the purposes of their business. 

Danckwerts, J., mentioned two curious features of the 
relationship : the lease had stipulated that the lessee company 
should employ a partner of the landlord firm, or their nominee, 
as secretary at a salary of £200 a year, and later on this stipu- 
lation had been cancelled in consideration of an increase of 
£200 in the annual rent; and the lessees had occupied and 
spent money on some decrepit cottages, using them as kitchens, 


though they were not included in the demise. But the 
learned judge considered that two facts which showed that 
the avowed intention was not genuine were (i) the unsuitability 
of the premises for use as a solicitor’s office, and (ii) the 
absence of plans and of planning permission authorising 
alterations and a change of user; and there was also the 
existence of a road-widening scheme under which 6 feet 
might be taken off in 1961, or possibly the whole building 
demolished. 
Unsuitable window 


It appeared that the tenants had, during the term, made 
some alterations involving the construction of a window 
made of glass cubes, of the kind which admit light but through 
which one cannot see. This fact and a photograph satisfied 
Danckwerts, J., that the premises were not suitable for a 
solicitor’s practice. The finding is, of course, one of fact, 
and the photograph is not reproduced ; but I confess that I 
find it difficult to appreciate why translucency without 
transparency should be a disadvantage to a solicitor. 


Planning permission — 

Then, having examined the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, s. 12, and the Town and Country Planning General 
Development Order, 1950, or the Town and Country Planning 
(Use Classes) Order, 1950, the learned judge said that there 
was considerable doubt whether an intention to use what 
was a restaurant as an office could be lawfully carried out 
without permission, and that, if an application were made, 
the authority might think that user as a restaurant ought to 
continue. The doubt was, presumably, occasioned by the 
definition in the Use Classes Order, which, it appears, extended 
the definition of ‘‘ shop ”’ to all restaurants, thus making them 
members of Class I ; offices are Class II. 


Road widening 


Danckwerts, J., also considered that the possibility of the 
road being widened at a not very distant date pointed to 
insincerity on the part of the landlords. The learned judge 
noted that (as was observed by Denning, L.J., in Reohorn v. 
Barry Corporation [1956] 1 W.L.R. 845 (C.A.)) a landlord 
who has proved his intention may subsequently change his 
mind; but one cannot quarrel with the notion that con- 
templating such a subsequent change may militate against 
the sincerity of an immediate intention. It might, however, 
be suggested that contemplating the fact that one’s mind 
may be changed for one ought not to have this effect. 


Time 
The learned judge also observed, early in his judgment, that 
what mattered was the existence of the intention at the time 
of the hearing. This was decided by Betty’s Cafés, Ltd. 
v. Phillips Furnishing Stores, Ltd. [1959] A.C. 20 (Lord 
Keith dissenting), upholding the judgment of the Court of 
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Appeal ({1957} Ch. 67), where Lord Evershed, M.R., had 
dissented. In view of the observation referred to, it may seem 
strange that, later in his judgment, Danckwerts, ]., made the 
point that there had been no settled final intention on the part 
of the landlords until March: the hearing was in December. 
(The importance of the decision in Betty’s Cafés, Lid. v. 
Phillips Furnishing Stores, Lid., has been more recently 
illustrated by A. D. Wimbush & Son, Ltd. v. Franmilis 
Properties, Lid. [1961] 2 W.L.R. 498 (C.A.); p. 233, ante, 
in which there was a change of landlord after notice of intended 
opposition on the s. 30 (1) (g) ground.) But both in the Court 
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of Appeal and in the House of Lords the majority judgments 
and speeches indicate that when serving notice of opposition 
a landlord cannot draw his bow at a venture: the notice is 
“in the nature of a pleading ’’ though not a pleading, and is 
“intended to be acted upon before there is a trial at all.” 
The report of Aperebar, Lid. vy. German does not state when 
the notice of opposition was actually given, but, in view of the 
authorities, one cannot criticise the learned judge's attaching 
weight to the fact that the landlords had not made up their 
minds till March.

HERE AND THERE 


NOT A THEATRE ? 


In those far-off days when judges (we are told) were con- 
stantly declaring that “‘ This court is not a theatre’’ and 
ordering the public gallery to be cleared after a burst of 
unseasonable laughter, the courts were far closer to the realm 
of public entertainment than they are now. In the first 
place practically all the judges and barristers were tremendous 
character actors in the tradition of the now defunct Lyceum 
Theatre. They had to be. With boxes full of jurymen 
to give a crowd effect to almost every performance, the 
lawyers in the case had to be ready to play the heavy father, 
the man of the world, the friend of the people, the defender 
of the faith and good morals, the dauntless champion of the 
oppressed, the silver-tongued orator, according as the circum- 
demanded. Behind it all there was, of course, 
the Victorian’s innate love of drama and self-dramatisation. 
If the cases had been set to music, Bench and Bar would 
have produced a race of baritones and tenors. There was 
virtually an acknowledged prima donna, that princess among 
litigants in person, Mrs. Georgina Weldon. But, since 
juries dwindled almost to vanishing point in civil litigation 
and even the criminal courts became drearily business-like 
beneath the daunting eye of Big Brother, the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, the entertainment value of the courts has 
steadily declined. The average silk is chatty and conversa- 
tional to a distressing and depressing degree. With most 
of them it is a case of “once heard, never remembered.” 
As for the judges, some of the older ones, after a good chunk 
of a lifetime sitting brooding aloft with a pulpit immunity 
from contradiction, develop a certain vintage bouquet, but 
this is not a generation of those rough, tough sages about 
whose seat of justice rolled thunder, lightning and all the 
manifold terrors of the law. It was worth booking a good 
seat to witness their performances. 


THE “LEG SHOW” 


In the present dearth of theatrical drama it was therefore 
some relief to see in a newspaper the heading ‘‘ Leg Show 
in Court.’’ One read on hopefully just in case some dispute 
over choreographical copyright had reached a point where 
it was essential to give a visual demonstration in court and

half a dozen lovely girls, long-legged in revue costume, had 
pranced and kicked their feet towards heaven in the well 
of the court, while perhaps a band occupied the empty jury- 
box. But as usual the newspaper had raised our hopes too 
high. Only one pair of legs was on show. They were 
attached to a young lady of fifteen who complained in 
Mr. Justice Lloyd-Jacob’s court that one of them had been 
injured and disfigured in a motor-car accident. 

BALLET SUITE 
ACCORDING to the report she left the witness-box and the 
judge helped her with old-world courtesy on to a table-top 
beside him, holding her hand as she pivoted on that perilous 
eminence. Ideally the scene should have been accompanied 
by light ballet music of the eighteenth century. An 
entrechat would have been even more effective than the 
pivot, which should, of course, have been a pirouette, and at 
the climax the lady should have taken a flying leap towards 
her counsel, to be caught in mid-air amid thunderous applause. 
Indeed I here and now offer the idea to the Royal Ballet 
or Sadler’s Wells. The table-top pirouette was, of course, 
far the most practical and dignified way of proceeding so that 
justice should be done and should be seen to be done. What © 
would have been the alternative ? For the judge to go down 
on his hands and knees behind his desk to bring himself 
to calf-level? That would have been neither graceful 
nor dignified. A distant prospect through a pair of opera 
glasses would have been fallible and perhaps more embarrass- 
ing to the young lady. The judge could have delegated to a 
jury or committee of mations the task of examining and 
reporting on the extent of the disfigurement, but then the 
decision would not have been his own. In the days of juries 
the lady might have been marked as an exhibit and passed 
round the jury-box, but that would have been cumbersome. 
At her home in Tottenham the young lady afterwards said : 
“I was a bit embarrassed standing on a table in front of 
everyone showing off my legs. But I suppose it’s all right 
for a judge and he was ever so nice about it.” Yes, it was 
quite all right. In old Norman-French it was known as 
“* droit de magistrat.”” Anyhow the young lady’s legs definitely 
got her case on its feet and she was awarded £350 damages.

Road Traffic Offences 


Sir,—I have some sympathy with the feelings expressed by 
J.” in your issue of 30th June (p. 559), but I cannot agree with 
his conclusions. In effect he wants to abolish all motoring 
offences except those of driving inconsiderately, carelessly or 
dangerously, but I cannot believe that this would be a wise 
policy: just as the imposition of the speed-limit in towns was 
followed by a considerable diminution of accidents, so its 
removal would surely be followed by a considerable increase ; 
and if there were nowhere, not even Piccadilly Circus, where 
parking could be absolutely forbidden then indeed would chaos’ 
ancient empire be restored in the cities of Britain. 

Furthermore, under the present law, I know that when I 
drive at 29 m.p.h. in a town I am not, ipso facto, an offender, but 
if I accelerate by 2 m.p.h. I thereby break the law. This may be 
illogical and inconvenient but at least I know exactly when I 
am guilty of an offence and can take steps to avoid it, but, under 
** J.’s’ dispensation, how could I know what speed some police- 
man or magistrate might deem “ dangerous’’ and therefore 
criminal ? It might be 40 m.p.h. or 50—or 15; and, without 
a crystal ball on my dash-board, I would have no means of 
knowing when I was breaking the law. 

Finally, let me venture to dissent from the popular belief, 
impliedly accepted by “ J.”, that our whole system of roads is 
inadequate and out-of-date. Improvements are needed in a good 
many places but, from my own limited experience, I rather think 
that the need is much less extensive than is commonly supposed, 
and I am quite sure that we would be making a disastrous 
mistake if we sacrificed every other consideration to the con- 
venience of the driver. I am a motorist but I most certainly 


do not want the Minister of Transport to deprive householders 
of their gardens and their privacy, to ravage the green woods, to 
cover good farm-land with sterile concrete and to tear down the 
handsome buildings of the past merely in order that “ J.’’ and I 
can do in three hours the journey that now takes six.

Then there was an 
advertisement for ‘‘KAYZOR and BEDON’S TWO GUINEA 
BINOCULAR FIELD or OPERA GLASS... The extra- 
ordinary power of this instrument renders it adapted to answer 


the combined purposes of telescope and opera glass. It will 
define objects distinctly at ten miles distance ; is suitable for the 
theatre, race-course, sportsmen, tourists and general out-door 
observations.”’ Then there was ‘“‘ KAMPTULICON or PATENT 
INDIA-RUBBER AND CORK FLOORCLOTH. Warm, noise- 
less and impervious to damp, as supplied to the Houses of 
Parliament, British Museum, Windsor Castle, Buckingham 
Palace, and numerous public and private offices.’’

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REVIEWS 


An Introduction to the History of the Land Law. 
A. W. B. Stmpson, M.A. pp. xx and (with Index) 276. 
London: Oxford University Press. £1 5s. net. 


This, the sixth publication in the Clarendon Law Series of 
general introductions to different fields of law and jurisprudence, 
has been written to replace the hitherto standard Holdsworth’s 
‘“‘ Historical Introduction to the Land Law.”’ There is, however, 
a subtle difference in approach between the two works, a difference 
which is indicated by comparing the titles: the earlier work is an 
introduction to modern law by a writer who believed that this 
should be, in the case of land law, historical; the present writer 
aims at providing an introduction, not to modern law, but to its 
history. This aim is admirable—it would be almost entirely 
satisfactory in view of the 1925 property legislation, for students 
of land law to work back to history from the modern law rather 
than, as often, vice versa. Nonetheless, the undergraduate must 
acquire some historical knowledge before he can hope to acquire 
understanding since, as the author concludes (at p. 261), “ For 
all the legislative interference which it has suffered the law of 
property continues to display an extraordinary measure of 
historical continuity.” Such necessary historical knowledge can 
be pleasantly acquired here. 

The practitioner who reads this book, apart from being interested 
as an amateur historian, will certainly be relieved that the 
unbelievable complexities of ancient conveyancing are for the 
most part no longer with us. The pure historian may find this a 
useful introduction to a particular aspect of his studies, and there 
are ample footnote references, not by way of supporting the 
text, but to indicate where the matter can be pursued beyond the 
introductory stage. Finally, in considering the nineteenth century 
reforms of land law, the author strays from his field to make a 
most telling comparison as follows (at p. 253): ‘‘ In our own time 
the criminal law is chaotic and absurd; what hinders the move- 
ment for its reform more than any other factor is the almost 
complete apathy of the criminal practitioners.”” Is this true ?

Oyez Practice Notes No. 40: Hire-Purchase and Credit 
Sales. Second Edition. By W. D. Park, Solicitor (Hons.).

Hire-purchase, together with many other variants on the theme 
of buying without paying (or, as some prefer, on credit), has not 
only arrived in this country but, following the example of its 
cousins across the Atlantic, has obtained a wide and increasing 
hold. Economic and social problems have been created by this 
development, but for the legal profession it has primarily produced 
more debt-collecting of a peculiar kind which, despite the com- 
paratively small sums involved in individual transactions, has 
led to a rash of decisions, many in the Court of Appeal, during 
the past few years. Since the appearance of the first edition in 
1957, this practice note has provided an excellent and, far more 
often than not, completely adequate guide to the somewhat 
ejusdem generis considerations of its subject-matter, and this 
function the second, up-to-date edition will continue to perform. 
Of course, it only purports to be a note, and full discussion and 
exposition must not be expected. Thus, to take only two of many 
examples, sales in market overt (p. 23) and trade, agricultural and 
ornamental fixtures (p. 24) are mentioned, but, quite properly, 
not explained. However, the note covers, frequently in more than 
note form, both the common-law position and the statutory gloss 
of the Hire-Purchase Acts and other statutory restrictions. In 
addition, most useful for practitioners, there is a section on enforce- 
ment, with particular emphasis on county court proceedings, and 
an appendix containing a number of helpful precedents. 

In connection with enforcement and precedents, and bearing 
in mind that under the customary recourse agreement the dealer 
bears the financial risk, it would have been interesting to see 
some discussion and perhaps a precedent of an extra-legal and, 
semble, effective method of recovering payments which has recently 
been tried out, notably in Keighley. This method is for the dealer 
simply to post lists of defaulters in his window or even to broad- 
cast the names from loudspeaker vans. Pride and the neighbours 
apparently do the rest. Truth prevents a civil action for defama- 
tion, although it might give rise to a criminal libel, which depends 
on the likelihood of a breach of the peace, 


But to return to Mr. Park’s booklet—treally it goes without 
saying that here is value for money. Those practitioners, surely 
few, who have hire-purchase work and yet are not familiar with 
this inexpensive booklet are hampering themselves unnecessarily 


The European Common Market. By Isaian FRANK. pp. viii 
and (with Index) 324. 1961. London: Stevens & Sons, Ltd 
£2 10s. net. 


This book is published in the Library of World Affairs series 
under the editorship of Professor George W. Keeton and 
Dr. Georg Schwarzenberger. The author is well qualified to 
write dispassionately on his subject, having held the appointment 
of Acting Director of the Office of International Trade in the 
American Department of State. 


Now that the participation of this country in the Common 
Market is being seriously considered, more and more informed 
persons will wish to familiarise themselves with Common Market 
problems and organisation. For those wishing to learn of the 
historical background of and the principles embodied in the 
Treaty of Rome this book will prove helpful. We think, however, 
that an extended introduction written at an elementary level 
would improve the work by easing the task of the would-be 
learner in getting to grips with his subject. Economists may 


swim amongst the pages of this book relatively easily but others, 
such as lawyers, are likely to consider that they have been thrown 
in the deep end. Perseverance should enable the keenest students 
to emerge much better equipped to contribute to the current 
discussions on Common Market problems. 


Time Out of Life. By Peter Baker. pp. x and 251. 
London: William Heinemann, Ltd. {1 Is. net. 


1961. 


This book recounts the experiences of its author during his 
years in prison at Wormwood Scrubs and at Leyhill. At the time 
of his conviction in 1954, apparently on charges of forgery 
following the collapse of his business interests (see p. 81), and his 
being sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment, the author was, 
at 33, the youngest M.P. in the House of Commons. This personal 
account is not a major contribution towards solving the problems 
arising in the fields of criminology, penology and prison reform 
but it nevertheless makes worthwhile and interesting reading. 
The larger-than-life effects of the whims and moods of personalities 
existing in any compact community is well illustrated, For 
someone with the author’s pre-prison experiences behind him— 
service with the Royal Artillery in Africa, with the Resistance in 
France and Holland, in a prisoner-of-war camp, as a business 
man and politician, and later as a nursing home patient—we 
were surprised at his apparent unawareness of certain matters 
For instance, until after conviction he evidently did not know 
that “ nick’’ was slang for prison (p. 4); again, although the 
following passage is true and observant as far as it goes, it betrays 
also a certain narrowness of outlook: “ The prisoner's is a strange 
world of extremes. Small events have an inexplicably important 
effect upon his psychology, his moods and his morale. A long 
and heartening letter from home can contain one unintentionally 
ambiguous statement which keeps him awake every night for a 
week. A friend’s failure to extend his usual morning greeting 
builds up quite a disproportionate resentment and unhappiness. 
A satisfactory visit can brighten a thousand hours, a slightly 
unsatisfactory one produce a torment of worry and anxiety ”’ 
(pp. 49-50). Such a world of extremes is also not unknown to, 
for example, the serviceman in some remote (or not so remote) 
outpost, the chronic hospital patient, the inmate of a monastery 
or nunnery many children at boarding-schools or 
institutions. A broader approach would show an appreciation 
of this and attempt to make some comparisons. 


The tenacity shown by the author in his intention, now fulfilled, 
to write a book of prison memoirs deserves admiration. This, 
however, must be tempered with deepest sympathy for his wife 
and two daughters in respect of what he writes about his family, 
and in view of the fact that what doubtless they desired least 
was the re-drawing of public attention to what had befallen their 
husband and father,

Five specialists holding part-time appointments under the 
National Health Service appealed to the Special Commis- 
sioners against, inter alia, certain assessments to income tax 
under Sched. E on the ground that in computing their profits 
or gains for the relevant years their remuneration in respect 
of such appointments, and payments made in respect of 
domiciliary visits to patients under the service, had been 
wrongly included and should have been assessed under 
case II of Sched. D. The commissioners found that the 
part-time appointments were offices within the meaning of 
Sched. E to the Income Tax Act, 1918, and s. 156 of the 
Income Tax Act, 1952, and that the remuneration therefrom 
accordingly came under the dominance of that schedule, 
but that since the appointments were a necessary part of the 
exercise of their profession by the specialists, who each 
carried on one profession and not two, and were not incidental 
thereto, the remuneration fell to be assessed as part of their 
professional earnings under Sched. D. On appeal by the 
Crown, Upjohn, J., reversed the decision of the Special 
Commissioners. The taxpayers appealed. The Court of 
Appeal,: although agreeing with the commissioners and 
Upjohn, J., that these appointments were offices and agreeing 
with the judge that the profits of these offices must be charged 
under Sched. E, held, nevertheless, that outgoings incurred 
in respect of the offices ought to be treated as allowable 
deductions in computing professional earnings under Sched. D 
to the extent that they were not allowed as deductions under 
Sched. E. The Crown appealed. 


Viscount Stmonps said that he regarded it as fundamental 
and well settled law that the Schedules to the Income Tax 
Acts were mutually exclusive and that the specific Schedules 
A, B, C, D and E and the rules which respectively regulated 
them afforded a complete code for each class of income, 
dealing with allowances, deductions and exemptions relating 
to them respectively. It was only necessary to refer to 
Fry v. Salisbury House Estate, Ltd. [1930] A.C. 432, which was 
conclusive authority for the proposition that the scheme of 
the Income Tax Acts demanded that each source of profit 
should be assessed under the appropriate Schedule and in 
accordance with the rules applicable to that Schedule alone. 
Further, in his opinion, there was nothing in the later decision 
of the House in Hughes v. Bank of New Zealand {1938} 
A.C. 366, which in any way qualified the principle laid down 
in the Salisbury House case, supra. The appeals would be 
allowed.

DAMAGE: VERY YOUNG CHILD 


Oliver v. Ashman and Another 
3rd July, 1961 
1 Q.B. 337; 104

Appeal from Lord Parker, C.J. ({1961 
SoL. J. 1036). 

A boy, aged twenty months, received a serious brain injury 
in a motor accident due to the defendants’ admitted negligence. 
As a result of the injury, the boy became a low-grade mental 
defective unlikely ever to be able to speak or to be educable. 
He required constant care, control, medical supervision and 
such re-education as was possible. After some time at home 
when a nannie would be required, he would have to go to a 
school or an institution. His parents wished him to go to a 
private school but there was evidence that he would receive 
better care and medical attention at a State institution 
where he would have to go eventually, and where he would 
be likely to remain for the rest of his life. As a result of the 
injury the boy’s expectation of life was reduced from about 
sixty years to thirty years. Lord Parker, C.]., awarded him 
£11,000 damages. The plaintiff appealed on the ground that 
the award was too low, the defendants cross-appealed that 
it was too high. 


Hotroyp Pearce, L.J., said that a plaintiff's ability to 
use damages was irrelevant to their assessment, but his 
lordship preferred not to conclude the point as there was no 
absolute certainty that the child would not both need and 
spend the money. The House of Lordsin Benham v. Gambling 
(1941) A.C. 157, at p. 167, said that regard should not be had 
to financial losses and gains in assessing damages for loss of 
expectation of life, and the view of Slade, J., in Harris v. 
Brights Asphalt Contractors Co., Ltd. {1953} 1 O.B. 617, was in 
accordance with that. Lord Parker, C.J., accordingly, had 
erred in the plaintiff's favour in following the decision of 
Streatfeild, J., in Pope v. D. Murphy & Sons, Lid. {1961} 1 
O.B. 222; 104 Sor. J. 427, taking into account, in addition 
to the diminished expectation of life, loss of earnings during 
the “lost years” ; any amount awarded under that head, 
however, must have been so small that that was not a ground 
for reducing the damages and the cross-appeal failed. As to 
the appeal, the case was unique in that there had been a 
complete and painless destruction of all the higher attributes 
of man with no consciousness of what was lost. The depriva- 
tion was so complete that the only solution was for the child 
eventually to enter a National Health institution, when the 
State would shoulder the burden of care and expense. His 
lordship would have felt inclined to award a larger figure, 
but he could give no adequate reason to support it and 
therefore agreed with the court that the appeal had to be 
dismissed.

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WILL: GIFT TO INSTITUTIONS: WHETHER 
VALIDATED BY CHARITABLE TRUSTS 
(VALIDATION) ACT, 1954 
In Re Harpur’s Will Trusts; Haller and Another 
v. A.-G. and Others 
Lord Evershed, M.R., Harman and Donovan, L.J J. 
4th July, 1961 
Appeal from Cross, J. ([1961] Ch. 38; 104 Sor. J. 726). 


A testatrix by her will directed her trustees to pay and 
divide the residue of her trust estate “‘ between such institu- 
tions and associations having for their main object the 
assistance and care of soldiers, sailors, airmen and other 
members of H.M. Forces who have been wounded or incapaci- 
tated during the recent world wars” in such manner and 
proportion as her trustees should in their uncontrolled dis- 
cretion select and deem appropriate. On a summons to 
determine whether or not that gift was held on a valid 
charitable trust the trial judge held that it was not. The 
Attorney-General appealed. 


Lorp EVERSHED, M.R., said that it was conceded that the 
words used by the testatrix were not apt to confine the 
institutions to those which were exclusively devoted to 
charitable objects so that unless the Charitable Trusts 
(Validation) Act, 1954, could be invoked to save the provision 
it must be held invalid. The Act sought, though only for a 
limited time, to give effect to what were called and defined as 
‘imperfect trust provisions.” The emphasis in the long 
title and in s. 1 was on “ purposes ” or “‘ objects,’’ but in the 
present case the court was concerned with something different 
—a provision to distribute the estate among certain 
institutions. For the Attorney-General it was argued 


that a gift to institutions was the same thing as a gift for 
‘ purposes ’’ and that, therefore, the present gift was within 
a fair reading of s. 1 (1) an imperfect trust provision. With 


reluctance, his lordship was compelled to conclude that this 
gift could not be said to fall within that definition or fit 
into the language of s.1. The appeal should be dismissed. 

HARMAN, L.J., concurring, said that this was a tragic 
case. The terms of the Act were most unhappy. The 
definition of “ imperfect trust provision” was limited to a 
provision declaring the objects for which the property was 
held and it was difficult to see how to extend that to institu- 
tions without altering the language; and there was no 
justification for interfering with the language so as to widen 
the scope of the Act. 

Donovan, L.J., agreed. Appeal dismissed. Leave to 
appeal.

INCOME TAX: “ADVENTURE IN THE NATURE 
OF TRADE”: JURISDICTION OF COURT TO 
REJECT FINDING OF FACT 
*Jenkinson (Inspector of Taxes) v. Freedland 
Lord Evershed, M.R., Harman and Donovan, L.JJ. 
4th July, 1961 

Appeal from Danckwerts, J. 

The taxpayer was the managing director of a furniture 
firm and owner of most of the share capital in two other 
chemical companies. During his business travels he came 
across two large disused stills, the machinery of which was 
clogged by a resinous substance. By reason of his special 
knowledge of resinous substances he thought he might be 


able to put them into working order. He bought them for 
£80 each, and, having restored them, sold them to the two 
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chemical companies for {3,750 each. He was assessed to 
income tax on the basis that the profit thus made arose 
from ‘‘an adventure in the nature of trade”’ within Sched. D 
of the Income Tax Act, 1918. On his appeal, the General 
Commissioners found that the transactions were sales but not 
“an adventure in the nature of trade.’’ On the Crown's 
appeal, Danckwerts, J., reversed that decision, taking the 
view that the facts admitted of one reasonable conclusion 
only, namely, that the transaction represented an adventure 
in the nature of trade. The taxpayer appealed. 


LorpD EVERSHED, M.R., said that he had felt strongly 
inclined to support the view of Danckwerts, J., but as his 
brethren took the view that it might reasonably have been 
held that the taxpayer was acting throughout on behalf of the 
companies which he controlled and not for his own account, 
he deferred to their view and would concur in allowing the 
appeal. 

HARMAN, L.J., said that the judge was not justified in 
overruling what was on its face a conclusion of fact. The 
question was whether the transactions were an adventure 
in the nature of trade; and the first question arising was : 
Whose trade? On the evidence, the taxpayer never engaged 
in the trade of buying and selling equipment for the chemical 
trade except in connection with the two companies he con- 
trolled. It might be inferred that he would never have 
embarked on the deal except to advantage those companies, 
that he never intended to market the stills in the ordinary 
course of trade, and that the so-called profit was the result 
of fiscal and not trading considerations. This was a case 
in the open field where the facts tended in each direction and 
the decision might be either way. The decision of the 
Commissioners was not so perverse as to give the court 
jurisdiction to reject it. The appeal should be allowed. 

Donovan, L.J., delivered a concurring judgment. 
allowed. Leave to appeal refused.

STAMP DUTY: WHETHER SUPPLEMENTAL 
GUARANTEE “ PRIMARY SECURITY ” 


Henry Ansbacher & Co. v. Inland Revenue 
Commissioners 


Lord Evershed, M.R., Harman and Donovan, L. JJ. 
4th July, 1961 


Appeal from Danckwerts, J. ({1960) 
104 Sor. J. 288). 


A corporation agreed to buy the whole of the ordinary 
shares in a company, the price payable being divided into a 
first and second instalment. The first was satisfied, but the 
second, being dependent on claims for compensation against 
foreign governments, was outstanding. The agreement 
under hand therefore provided that share certificates should 
be handed over to the purchasers on payment of the first 
instalment and that in return they would procure a named 
bank to enter into a guarantee by way of securing payment of 
the second instalment. The guarantee was duly executed 
under seal and was expressed to be supplemental to the 
agreement. It guaranteed to trustees for the shareholders 
to the extent of £750,000 the due and punctual payment 
of the second instalment. On the question as to the duty 
exigible on the guarantee, the Inland Revenue Commissioners 
decided that it should be stamped ad valorem at 5s. for every 
£100, namely, £1,875 on £750,000. The trial judge allowed 
the corporation’s appeal from that decision, holding that the 
guarantee was not “ the only or principal or primary security 
for the payment” of the money within the Schedule to the 
Stamp Act, 1891. The Crown appealed. 


1. WLR. 337; 
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Hagman, L.J., with whom Lord Evershed, M.R., concurred, 
said that the word “ security,’ which appeared in both 
headings to the Schedule to the Act of 1891, meant any written 
obligation for the payment of money. Thus the agreement 
here was a security ; but it did not follow that it was stampable. 
The agreement was clearly the principal or primary security 
for the payment of the second instalment, and as it was only 
on the corporation's default on that that there was any 
liability under the guarantee, the guarantee was a collateral 
security. On the true facts, the court here could hold that 
the guarantee was not the primary security, and it did not 
matter that the primary security itself was exempt from stamp 
duty. The appeal should be dismissed. 

Donovan, L.J., dissenting, said that the question was 
whether the guarantee was the only or principal or primary 
security, being a mortgage, or bond, or debenture, or covenant 
for payment of the £750,000. The only other possible 
claimant for that distinction was the agreement; but that 
failed, for it was under hand only. For that reason, the 


guarantee was the only document which came within para. (1) 
—the only document which was a covenant and a security. 
His lordship would have allowed the appeal

LANDLORD AND TENANT: OPTION TO GRANT 
FURTHER LEASE: VALIDITY 
Wee Motors, Ltd. v. Hales and Others 
Lord Evershed, M.R., Harman and Donovan, L.JJ. 
4th July, 1961 


Appeal from Danckwerts, J. ([1961} Ch. 
1057}. 


On 8th July, 1937, G company, the freehold owners of 
premises, charged them by way of legal mortgage to S com- 
pany, the mortgage providing that, save for leases up to 
twenty-one years, the statutory powers of leasing should not 
be exercisable without the lenders’ written consent. On 
26th July, 1938, G company granted a lease to W company 
for twenty-one years from 25th December, 1938. By an 
agreement (not under seal) of the same date between the 
same parties W company was given the option of “ taking a 
further lease '’ for a period of twenty-one years at the same 
rent in consideration of W company taking the lease of even 
date ‘‘ executed after these presents."’ In 1947 the freehold 
of the premises became vested in trustees of R company, 
which then granted a lease to H company (the first defendants) 
for a term of 150 years subject to the lease of 1938; and 
S company accepted a charge on the 150-year term in sub- 
stitution for their charge on the freehold. On 30th April, 
1959, W company gave notice to H company, R company, 
and S company, exercising the option (which had been 
registered). H company refused to renew the lease. The 
deed of substituted security was discharged by S company in 
September, 1959. In an action by W company against the 
trustees of K company, H company, and a further company, D 
(to which H company had transferred the residue of the 
150-year term in July, 1959), Cross, J., granted W company a 
decree for specific performance. The defendant companies 
appealed. 

Lorp EVERSHED, M.R., with whose judgment Harman, L.J., 
concurred, said that the option agreement did not fall within 
the scope of s. 149 (3) of the Law of Property Act, 1925, as a 
contract “to create such a term” as therein mentioned, 
for it was not a binding contract but an option which might 
never be exercised and could not, until exercised, be said to 
create a term of years at all. The option agreement itself 
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was in truth a mere offer, having no binding effect until the 
lease was executed, so that no option agreement came into 
existence until the relationship of lessor and lessee existed 
between the parties. It followed that the execution of the 
two documents on the same day formed a single transaction, 
namely, the grant of a lease coupled with the option, such 
that the lessee’s right and the lessor’s corresponding obligation 
were a right and an obligation, properly so called, for the 
renewal of the lease of 1938. They thereby fell into the class 
excepted by long-established law from the so-called doctrine 
of perpetuity as a covenant for the renewal of a lease which 
“ran with the land.” The law as to the obligations of a lessor 
under such covenants was now stated in s. 142 of the Law of 
Property Act, 1925, and it was said for the defendants that 
this option agreement was not within the section. In his 
lordship’s view the provisions of that section were no bar 
to W company’s rights. This was a covenant to renew a 
lease and was therefore valid. The appeal should be dismissed. 

Donovan, L.J., delivered a concurring judgment. 
dismissed. Leave to appeal.

FACTORY: DANGEROUS MACHINERY (FENCING): 
MATERIAL IN MACHINERY 
Eaves v. Morris Motors, Ltd. 
Holroyd Pearce, Willmer and Pearson, L.JJ. 5th July, 1961 
Appeal from Winn, J. ({1961] 1 W.L.R. 511; p. 257, ante). 


A workman injured a finger on the burr of a bolt clamped 
into a block on a milling machine when the block, operated 
by hydraulic power, instead of halting while he removed the 
milled bolts, unexpectedly “ repeated ’’ and moved forward 
towards the guarded cutters. The workman withdrew his 
hand hastily, and in so doing grazed it on the burr of the bolt ; 
it became septic and had to be amputated. He claimed 
damages from his employers, alleging breach of the duty to 
fence under s. 14 of the Factories Act, 1937, and also negligence 
at common law. Winn, J., awarded {1,851 10s. damages, 
holding the employers liable on both heads of claim. On the 
Statutory duty the judge held that the block itself with the 
bolts standing in it was a dangerous part of the machinery 
when it moved because it carried the bolts with it, and that 
there was therefore a failure to fence under s. 14. The 
employers appealed. 

HoLroyp PrEarce, L.J., said that he would gladly have 
accepted the trial judge’s view had not the authorities and 
subs. (3) of s. 14 been inconsistent with it. Subsection (3) 
gave power to make regulatious requiring the fencing of 
material or articles which were dangerous while in motion 
in the machine; and no regulations had been made with 
regard to fencing material used in machinery. The House of 
Lords had now decided that the obligation under s. 14 was 
to guard against contact with machinery and not against 
dangerous materials or even flying pieces of machinery ejected 
from it: see Close v. Steel Company of Wales, Lid. p. 586, 
ante. Thus the trial judge was not entitled to equate the 
bolts to the block or to hold that the burr on the bolts made 
the machinery dangerous. Recent authorities and the word- 
ing of the Act of 1937 had made the question of protection 
under s.

LANDLORD AND TENANT: SUB-TENANT 
OF FARM COTTAGE: WHETHER 
PROTECTED BY RENT ACTS 


Critchley v. Clifford 
Ormerod, Willmer and Danckwerts, L.J J. 
7th July, 1961 
Appeal from Liverpool County Court. 


The plaintiff was the tenant of a farm under a lease granted 
to him by the Liverpool Corporation. The plaintiff's tenancy 
constituted an agricultural holding within the Agricultural 
Holdings Act, 1948. The plaintiff sub-let a farm cottage on 
the farm to the defendant, who was not employed on the farm 
nor otherwise engaged in agriculture. The plaintiff duly 
determined the defendant’s tenancy by notice to quit. Ona 
claim for possession, Judge Fraser Harrison held that the 
defendant was not protected by the Rent Acts, and made an 
order for possession. The defendant appealed. 


OrMEROD, L.J., reading his judgment, said that the 
plaintiff's tenancy was exempt from the Rent Acts because it 
was an agricultural holding. The plaintiff contended that 
since the Rent Acts operated in rem, the nature of his tenancy 
determined the status of the property; his tenancy. being 
unprotected by the Rent Acts, the whole of the property was 
irretrievably stamped as unprotected property, and his sub- 
tenant was equally unprotected. Section 12 (2), (3) of the Act 
of 1920 provided that any premises “let” as a dwelling- 
house within certain monetary limits were protected. If the 
word “let” in that section related back to the plaintiff's 
original tenancy, the plaintiff was right. But the material 
letting for the court’s consideration was the letting to the 
occupying tenant, and that was the only letting with which 
the court was concerned. Looking only at the letting by the 
plaintiff to the defendant, it was plainly a letting of premises 
as a dwelling-house, and, therefore, the defendant was entitled 
to be protected against the plaintiff. 


WILLMER and Danckwerts, L.JJ., delivered concurring 
judgments. Appeal allowed. Leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords.

TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING: RECEPTION 
AND SORTING OF SCRAP METAL: WHETHER 
“ RECOVERING OF METAL FROM SCRAP” 


George Cohen 600 Group, Ltd. v. Minister of Housing 
and Local Government 


Lord Parker, C.J., Ashworth and Lawton, JJ. 


Appeal. 


The appellant company proposed to purchase a freehold 
site which had been used by a subsidiary company of the 


11th’May, 1961 
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vendors for the reception and preparation of raw materials 
for the production of foundry and basic pig iron, for smelting 
the raw materials so obtained and for casting iron and slag 
preparatory to marketing. It was agreed by the parties 
that this use of the land was a use within class V of the 
Town and Country Planning (Use Classes) Order, 1950. 
The appellants proposed to use the land for the reception 
of large quantities of scrap. The ferrous scrap was to be 
separated from any attached foreign elements and then 
graded according to the requirements of customers. The 
non-ferrous scrap was to be sorted so that the metals and 
alloys were separated, and then packed and dispatched to 
other customers. Any scrap suitable for re-use without 
special processing, apart from perhaps scraping, was to be 
appropriately dealt with. The Minister of Housing and 
Local Government having dismissed an appeal from the decision 
of the local planning authority that the proposed use of the 
site by the appellants involved development and so required 
planning permission, the appellants appealed under the 
Tribunals and Inquiries Act, 1958, s. 9, and the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1959, s. 32. 


LorpD PARKER, C.J., said that the proposed use of the land 
was not primarily for the recovering of metal from scrap 
within the meaning of those words in class V of the Order of 
1950, but for the recovering of scrap metal, and therefore 
involved development so that planning permission was 
required ; alternatively, there was a common denominator 
or genus to be found in class V. By its reference to the 
Alkali, etc., Works Regulation Act, 1906, and any processes 
not registrable under that Act, class V. was intended to 
cover processes involving the escape of noxious and offensive 
gases into the air. Therefore, the proposed use did not 
fall within the class because it did not result in any such 
atmospheric pollution, and accordingly planning permission 
would be required. 

AsHWoRTH and Lawton, JJ., agreed. Appeal dismissed.

LEGALLY ASSISTED LITIGANT: DUTY OF 
SOLICITORS TO FILE LEGAL AID CERTIFICATE 
*Jacobs v. Jacobs 


Lord Merriman, P. 4th July, 1961 


Defended suit for divorce. 


At the conclusion of her defended suit for divorce, the wife, 
who was not legally assisted, was granted a decree nisi of 
divorce on the ground of the husband’s desertion ; the prayer 
of the husband, who was legally aided, being rejected. The 
question of costs arose. It then emerged that the husband's 
legal aid certificate had not been filed in court. 


LorD MERRIMAN, P., said that there was laxity in regard to 
the filing of legal aid certificates. The Legal Aid (General) 
Regulations required that a solicitor receiving a legal aid 
certificate should file it in the registry within fourteen days 
of its issue. It was the duty of solicitors to see that that rule 
was observed, and to ensure that when a legal aid certificate 
was filed, the appropriate stamp was affixed to it, in order that 
the Revenue be not defrauded. In the present case, on the 
filing by the husband’s solicitors of the legal aid certificate, 
the order for the legal aid taxation of the husband's costs 
would follow.

In the Estate of Glass, deceased ; Hosking v. Hutchings 


Karminski, J]. 5th July, 1961 


Probate action, heard as a short cause. 


The plaintiff propounded a will of the deceased, Edgar 
Glass, dated 30th August, 1957. The action was com- 
promised, one of the terms of the compromise being that the 
court should be asked to pronounce for the will propounded 
by the plaintiff in solemn form of law. Evidence was given 
by one of the attesting witnesses, who said that on the day 
of the execution of the will the testator asked him and his 
wife, the other attesting witness, to witness a will. Later 
that day, the witness and his wife went into the house ‘of 
the testator, who lived next door to them. There, lying 
on the kitchen table, was a document which the testator said 
was his will. A sheet of paper was lying across the document, 
in such a way as to conceal the whole of the body of the 
document and part of a signature already upon it. All that 
was visible of that signature was the “ ar ’’ of Edgar and the 
“ass"’ of Glass. The witness and his wife both signed the 
document in the testator’s presence. 


KARMINSKI, J., said that s. 9 of the Wills Act, 1837, required 
that the testator should make or acknowledge his signature 
upon the will in the joint presence of the attesting witnesses. 
It was clear that the deceased had signed the will before the 
attesting witnesses arrived. As he did not make his signature 
in the presence of the attesting witnesses, the question arose

LAW SOCIETY FUNCTIONS 

The President of The Law Society, Mr. Denys Hicks, gave a 
luncheon party on 30th June at 60 Carey Street, W.C.2.
